Conservative Citizens Pass a Vote of Confi- 
dence in the National Government—Cut- 
ting Losing Heart. 

Ev Paso, Tex., Aug. 8.—Monday evening a 
meeting was beld fur the purpose of indorsing 
the stand taken by Gov. Ireland in the matter 
of the Mexican outrages on the Rio Grande 
border, in which he threatens to take the mat- 
ter into his own bands. Resolutions were 
passed to which many citizens objected as too 
radical and incendiary. A protest has been 
published, signed by nearly all lawyers, bank- 
ers, Merchants, and business-men of EI Paso. 
It reads as follows: 

We, the undersigned citizens of El Paso, be- 

that we represent the voice of the con- 

servative element, protest against so much of the 
resolutions adopted by the mass-meeting last 
night as reflects upon our General Government 
for inaction in pending international ques- 
tions with Mexico, and state that we have confi- 
dence in the intention and ability of our Govern- 
ment and of the present Administration to pro- 


tect American citizens abroad; and while we 
heartily concurin so much of the said resolu- 


tions as urges upon the Government the necessity 


of prompt and energetic measures to vindicate 
the rights of citizens of the United States 
in Mexico, and to the 
earnest attention of those in wer 
to this most important matter; and, while we 
pledge ourselves when necessary to heartily sup- 
port our Government in demanding and enfore- 
ing even by arms pro respect for our citizens 
and our flag, we trust that a pening dimcul- 
ties may be amicably settled without tarnish to 


either nation’s honor, and that the friendly rela- 


tions now existing may continue between the 
two Republics.

Activity on a Mexican Man-of-War at New 
Orleans. 

New Orweans, La., Aug. 3.—/ Special. |—Yes- 

terday evening the Mexican man-of-war Liber 

tad, which has been in this port some sixteen 


months undergoing repairs, was towed out in 
the river and dropped anchor in the middie of 
the stream. The movement of the vessel at 
this time, when the Mexican question is at the 
front, attracted attention, as the vessel has 
been in dock or moored at the wharf for a 
long time. It is reported that she bas been 
ordered to sail as soon as possibile 
to Vera Crus. The existence of sail- 
ing orders is denied by the Mexi- 
can Consul Zamacona, but nevertheless 
there were strong evidences of intended de- 
parture in a wholesale desertion of the vessel's 
crew. These fellows have become domesti- 
cated here, and do not desire to leave. It ap- 
pears that Jose Dominguez, Jose Fernandez, 
Jyan Guol, Manuel Loredo, Diconini Perrera, 
Gregozio, Amable, Caiesto Belamaneo, Ramon 
Bello, Francisco Forina, Jose Conde, Jose 
Anca, and Vincent Bevese, deserters from the 
Mexican man-of-war La Libertad, were ar- 
rested by the police night before last and 
brought before Recorder Burthe yesterday 
‘morning. Jose Conde and Jose Do 
minguez were additionally charged with 
carrying concealed weapons. Under Sec. 
728 of the United States Revised Statutes 
the prisoners were brought before United 
States Commissioner Wright yesterday after- 
nooh, where the Mexfeat Consul demanded 
their return to the vessel, producing their 
signatures to an enlistment of two years, of 
which they had already served six months, as 
well as the books, showing that the men bad 
been paid to Aug. 1. The prisoners, however, 
strenuously objected to being returned to the 
vessel, and force and bandcuffs had to be re- 
sorted to to prevent a riot in the Commis 
sioner’s office. The latter ordered the return of 
eleven of tne deserters to the vessel, remanding 
Conde ana Dominguez to the parish prison 
to be tried by de State courts under the 
charge of carrying concealed weapons. A 
posse of nine Deputy Marshals, in charge of 
Deputies Rose, Baker, and Delaney, marched 
the prisoners to the ferry-boat. They all swore 
they would die before they would go on board, 
but submitted after they had the irons on. The 
terry-boat ran alongside the La Libertad, in the 
middie of the stream, the prisoners were 
marched on board and turned over to ber 
commander, who receipted for them and 
stowed them awar in tne hold after the Mar- 
sbals had taken off the irons. 

The Deputy Marshais state that they never 
saw a tougher-looking or more obstreperous 
crowd, some of them being perfect specimens 
of the desperado species. The Libertad is a 
mall corvet propelled by steam and sails. She 
is constructed of iron, 150 feet long, of 450 
tons, and carries four six-inch rifle guns. She 
is commanded by Capt. Enrique Portas, and 
carries about sixty men when full.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL PASSES 
BOTH HOUSES. 


The Canal Clauses Stricken Out, but Many 
Jobs Not Interfered With—Only $15,000 
Left to Hennepin—The Southern States 
Come In for the Lion's Share of the Plun- 
der—A Grand Total of Nearly $15,000,000 
Parceled Out. 

WasuInoTon, D. C., Aug. 38.—[Special. |—The 
River and Harbor bill passed both Houses to- 
day, but it seems to contain mucn excellent 
veto material. Though the Hennepin and 
other canal schemes are almost entirely 
ignored, the vital elements of boodle are still 
there. As it now is the bill carries about 
$14,474,000, which is nearly a million less than 
the amount appropriated in the original 
measure, The credit of the reduction is 
due the Senate. All the jobs which 
made the bill notorious in past years 
are to be found in it as it goes to 
the President. The trouble with the canal 
projects was that tney were new jobs and could 
not expect to get a foothold at once. The 
bulk of the appropriations, even excluding the 
to 
Southern States, all of whose creeks get lib- 
eral slices. It wag this liberality which saved 
the bill in the House, where the Southern 
members came to its support aimost solidly. 
The changes made in the bill, comparing the 
measure as reported by the conferrees, witb 
the form in which it passed the Senate, are as 
follows:

That was mere trifling with the sub- 
ject. The Government had been surveying 
that canal as long as he could recollect. In 
his candid opinion the Hennepin Canal im- 
provement was of more importance to the 
commerce of the country than all other items 
in the bill—except that for the New York nar- 
bor. For some unexplained reason several of 
the items for bayous in the South were in- 
creased, but this important improvement had 
disappeared from the bill. He could not, con- 
sistently with his sense of duty, submit to the 
passage of the bill as reported. 

Mr. Gibson cailed attention to the fact that 
while appropriations were made for the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers there was not 
a dollar appropriated for the compensation and 
expenses of the Mississippi River Commission. 

The couference report was agreed to without 
division. 

At the evening session of the Senate Mr. 
Allison, from the Committee on Appropria- 
ons, reported a bill appropriatmg $50,000 for 
the compensation and expenses of the 
Mississippi River Commission and $20,000 for 
the Missouri River Commission.

J. W. DREXEL DYING. 


The Famous American Banker Suffering 
from a Fatal Form of Gout—His Connec- 
tion with the Grants and His Influence in 
American Financial Circles. 

New Tonk, Aug. 3.— [Special. I— Word has 
been received from Carlsbad, Germany, by his 
brother, A. J. Drexel ot Philadelphia, that J. W. 
Drexel, who has been there for some time for 
his health, is in such a poor condition of health 
that be must be brought home to die. The 
Drexeis are tne largest bankers of this coun- 
try, and rank more approximately with the 
Rothschilds and the Sarings than any other 
bankers of this country. It was J. W. Drexel's 
house in which Gen. Grant died at Mount Me- 
Gregor. The brothers are warm friends of 
George W. Cniids of Philadelphia, and it was 
through bis intimacy and friendship with Gen. 
Grant that they came aiso to be warm friends 
of tne late ex-President. 

First and last, in contributmg to the various 
fuuds raised for Gen. Grant, the Drexels have 
probably contributed as much as 8250. 000 to 
$300,000 as a token of their esteem for the 
General. Both the Drexeis went to Carlsbad 
three months ago. A.J. Drexel about three 
weeks ago lett his brothér in fair condi- 
tion, and the alarming word he has re- 
ceived irom there war entirely uner- 
pected. it is said that the sick man has 
a peculiar condition of gout, which causes bim 
to permanently sleep twenty hours out of tue 
twenty-four. A friend of the famiiy has al- 
ready started abroad to accompany him nome.

An Ex-Chicago Merchant, in a Fit of Sick- 
ness, Destroys His Cash and Will Return 
Westward to Recuperate. 
New YorK, Aug. 3.—({Spev!al.]—The firm of 

Small & Brothers, dealers in sugars, is weil 

known in Chicago. The firm was aiways pros- 

perous, and it was not at all surprising that its 
members were regarded as men of substantial 
means. L. W. Small is a man who always had 
strong ideas of his own. When, therefore, 
he detached himself from his Chicago 
associations, gathered up his househoid goods, 
and emigrated to che City of Brooklyn, no one 
was astonished. It was in 1879 that Mr, Small 
came east. He is now about 55 years of age. 

He has always, since he came East, boarded 

in some quiet house. He has a wife,

He 
Was all the. time engaged in Wall street 
speculations, and was worth $107.000 in 
in hard cash He did not care to 
risk his money while his head was so trouble- 
some, 80 be put the cash into a safe-deposit 
vault and hied him away from Wall street. 
His head grew worse, He always hoped to go 
into speculation again, but found he could not 
doso. Last summer and autumn his head- 
aches ceased. In

for investment. He arranged 

to buy 850.000 worth of Baltimore & Ohio stock 
and invest $50,000 more in other securities. A 
tew weeks ago he went to the vault and got 
his cash, amounting to $107,000, and took it to 
his room to count. His wife was out of 
town. When he arrived at his house 
he found a letter which required an 
immediate answer. When that duty had been 
discharged it was too late in the day for him to 
return his money to the vault and so he put it 
in his trunk. At night be was too nervous to 
allow the money to be far from him. He took 
it from the trunk, placed it under his pillow, 
and sunk into a troubied, fitful deep. 

To this day Mr. Small has no very distinct 
idea of what subsequently occurred. Worn 
out with lack of rest, unnerved by business 
anxieties, and oporessed with a consciousness 


ot the presence in his room of all the money 


be bad in the world, ne couid not lie still. 
Yet the bromide he bad taken iulied bis 
senses and held bim in a state of something 
ike sleep. He-arose from his bed. Stiil 
wrapped in the unwholesome embrace of the 
fictitious slumber, he groped about in the 
darkness for he knew not what. Presently a 
stifing sensation came over him. Currents ot 
hot air seemed to scorch his limba. He strug- 
led, he gasped for breath; he seemed 
to be suffocating; burning, fiery flashes 
shot before his eyes. With a superbu- 
man effort he threw off the mask 
of sleep and regained the mastery of bis senses. 
And then he made a fearful discovery. Flames 
and smoke were around him. He had set fire 
to his bed and burned it to ashes, and with it 
the $107,000.

THEIR BLOOD STIRRED UP. 


SENATOR HOAR EXCITES THE SOUTH- 
ERN BOURBONS. 5 


They Do Not Want Ku-Klux Outrages Inves- 
tigated by Uncle Sam— Their Tender Feel- 
ings Very Much Lacerated by the Refer- 
ences of the Massachusetts Statesman 
to Recent Massacres in the South—Gib- 
son Pays His Respects to the Chicago 
Anarchists. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 8.—Mr. Allison 
reported back to the Senate the House ad- 
journment resolution with an amendment 
changing the time from July 28 at 4 p. m. to 
Aug. 4. 

Mr. Hoar expressed his dissent to the passage 
of this or any other adjournment resoiution 


until the Senate had considered the bill re- 


ported by him from the Judiciary Committee 
April 19 for “inquests under National author- 
ny.“ He referred to the massacres during the 
last few years in Louisiana, South Carolina, 
Alabama, Mississippi, and other Southern 


States, and stated that in every one of these 


cases, so far as was shown to the people of the 
North by the press, a negro and a Republican 
was the victim and a Democrat and a white 
man the aggressor. Ifany of these outrages 
bad been perpetrated on an American citizen 
in Mexico or Canada Congress would not ad- 
jouen until it bad made provision to put the 
Nation in a condition for war. 

Mr. Kenna protested against the speech 
made by the Senator trom Massachusetts in 
the closing hours of the session. That speech 
would go into tune Record and would go into 
the campaign as a bioody shirt campaign doc- 
ument, with a fraud on it, carried free through 
the mails for the purpose of agitating section- 
al sentiments and feelings which, so far as he 
Was concerned, were dead and would remain 
so forever. 

Mr. Saulsbury expressed his surprise that a 
Senator with the experience of the Senator 
from Massachusetts should have so far de- 
parted from all legislative propriety as to in- 
ject into the discussion of an adjournment 
resolution the virulence of such a speech. 
From the exhibition by the Republican Sen- 
ators while the speech was being made, many 
Senators baving left their seats, be knew that 
it bad not the approval of those with whom 
the Senator was politically affiliated. He ex- 
onerated the Senator's party from all com- 
plicity with the grave impropriety manifested 
by the Senator from Massachusetts. But he 
emphasized his condempation and reprobation 
of the Senator's attempt to make political cap- 
ital for his party when there was no oppor 
tunity to reply to it. 

Mr. Eustis denied that a single outrage had 
taken place in the State of Louisiana for many 
years past whicb bad not been the subject of in- 
vestigation, discussion, and decision. He would 
not stop now to discuss such a staie subject. 
At the proper time he would be found pre- 
parea todefend the white people of the State 
of Louisiana against any such charge as had 


been made by the Senator. He could not recall 


a single oceurrence since 1876, in that State, 
that required the enactment of such a bill. 
On the contrary, peace. and quiet, ana content- 
ment had prevailed among all the people of 
the State of Louisiana, irrespective of race, 
classes, or conditions. 

Mr. Hoar—Why, then, object to having the 
matter judicially ascertained by a United States 
court? , 

Mr. Eustis—That involves an entirely differ- 
ent question. I do not consider the bill consti- 
tutional. I do not consider that a Judge has 
any such duty to pertorm—a duty that is strict- 
ly political and not judicial. 

Mr. Hoar—Does the Senator claim that the 
question whether a homicide was committed 
or a serious attack on life and property made 
is a political and nota judicial question? 

Mr. Eustie—W nile a court bas jurisdiction to 
try and convict, that is an | t 
proposition from a mere proposition of in- 

uiry. 

1 Mr. Berry also protested against Mr. Hoar’s 
speech and stated that, so far as the State of 
Arkansas was concerned, order and quiet had 
prevailed there since the Democratic party 
came into power in 1874. 

Mr. George (a member of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee) recognized the bill as presenting, qQues- 
tions of the very gravest importance, which de- 
served careful, calm, and dispassionate con- 
sideration, and be declared himself ready to 
o into the discussion of the bill, but on the 
condition that no day shall be fixed for ad- 
journment unt the discussion is over. He 
asked that the Senate would determine now 
whether it would consider the bill at this ses- 
sion or not. 

Mr. Dawes approved Mr. Hoar’s position in 
the matter. 

Mr. Gibson expressed kis surprise and regret 
that the Senator from Massechusetts , (Mr. 
Hoar) should have brought into the Senate at 
this hour of the session a subject calculated to 
create sectional debate. The speech was like 
an iceberg coming from an Arctic region into 
an atmosphere of general warmth, cheered by 
asunny and generous patriotism. It was an 
indictment against the entire population from 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande, It was an ap- 
ple of discora thrown into the Senate in the 
closing hours of the session. As to his own 
State, he bore testimony to the peace and quiet 
that prevaiied there, while on the contrary the 
country had seen the peace of society 
stirred to its lowest depths in the 
City of Chicago and the territory adjacent to 
it. There they bad beard the mutterings of 
deep discontent, threatening the entire frame- 
work of society itself. the very origin of the 
title to property. Yet in tke presence of 
such disorders, threatening all the elements of 
society, the Senator from Massachusetts turned 
aside and directed his attention to the South- 
ern section, where peace and quiet prevailed, 
where there was notaripple on the surface, 
where God was biessing the peo>ie with ubund- 
ant crops, where the relations between capital 
and labor were undisturbed, where there was 
not a strike, not a tumult, not a disorder, and 
where life and property were protected under 
the laws. . 

Mr. Hoar, in answer to oritieisms ot him 
by Senators Kenna and Sauisbury for pre- 
cipitating this subject on the Senate without 
notioe or warning, traced the several steps by 
which the bill had been reported from tne 
Judiciary Committee, had been indicated by 
the Republican caucus as one of the important 
measures to be pressed at the present session, 
and had been mentioned by himself on various 
recent occasions as & matter which he would 
ask to have considered before adjournment. 

Mr. George asked bim whether it was his 
purpose to ask the Senate to take up the bill 
now in an orderly way. 

Mr. Hoar replied that of course it was, and 
suggested that, under the explanation he had 
just made, the Senators from West Virginia 
and Delaware would withdraw their criticisms. 

Mr. Kenna said that, so far as the Senator's 
declaration of a purpose to have the bill con- 
sidered was concerned, be bad no issue with 
nim; but he could not see any cause or profit 
for the Senator’s speech when be knew that 
nis bill could not be and would not de con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Hoar went on to defend the bill. What 
was there in it to stir up sectional strife or 
that was an indictment against a whole people. 
It simply provided that if three citizens of the 
United States (inbabitants of any district) 
sbould under oath deciare to a court that there 
had been a homicide or espa 22 — 
against life or property by reason 
— the Judge should thereupon do what is

ELEVEN THOUSAND IN LINE, 


Magnificent Parade of the Grand Army 
Legions at San Francisco—An Unlooked- 
for Famine, However, Caused Angaish to 
Many, Though Gen. Sherman Fared 
Pretty Well, Thank You. 

San Franorsoo., Cal., Aug. 3.—Eight thou- 
sand persons were present lust night at the 
reception tendered the Grand Army of the Re- 
public by the National Guard of California. 
The Society of the Army of the Potomac 
elected Gen. Martin T. McMahon of New York 
Presideut. Saratoga was selected as the next 
place of meeting. 53 

Never before have so many people been 
seen on San Francisco streets as were today. 
The greater number of them were, of course, 
Californians, but they all came to see the 
Grand Army of the Republic parade. Close 
estimates piace the number in line at 11,000, 
while 350,000 others looked on. The 
time ovcupied in passing a given point 
was two hours and seventeen minutes, 
but as there were frequent stops, and some of 
long duration, the exact marching time would 
be about one hour and a half. The demand 
for seats on Market street was so great 
that $5 was asked for standing room, 
and in many cases this sum was paid. 
From start to finish the march was 
a triumphant one. The Eastern deiegates 
seemed especially marked as objects of atten- 
tion, and all along the line when an Eastern 
banner was discerned hearty and prolonged 
cheering was the response. The New York bul- 
let-torn flags were especially favored in 
being heartily heered and reverentiy 
saluted. Veteran Touaves of Eliza- 
berb created a genuine sensation and 
were also lustily cheered. The zouaves have 
been presented with a handsome silk banner 
by the Veteran Guard. It was remarked that 
the delegations from the Southern States met 
with as much applause as did those from the 
Northern States. 

As the procession was going up Market 
street, the carriage in which Gen. 
Sherman was seated was suddenly at- 
tavkea by six handsomeliy-dressed young 
ladies armedowith baskets of flowers, who, 
with ringing cheers and laughter, opened fire 
on the General, peltmg him with roses. The 
General gracefully raised his hat, and, amid 
the cheers of the spectators, bowed repeatedly 
in acknowledgement of bis defeat. 

One unexpected result of the procession, and 
which was very serious to many, was the rush 
to the restaurants immediately the parade was 
over. Three hundred thousand peo- 
ple, including visitors, bad been stand- 
ing from 8 o'clock to 8 without food. 
As soon, therefore, as the cry went up, It's 
all over,“ the balf-famished beings rushed to 
the restaurants, and so great was the crush 
that within five minutes the proprietors had to 
lock the doors or it would have 
been impossible for the waiters to 
serve those who had secured aces, 
and several instances of women fainting from 
hunger and fatigue are reported. Those who 
had to wait until the first rush was over 
made a descent on the bakeries and street 
fruit-etands and cleaned up everything 
in sight. To make matters worse most of the 
large restaurants, although baving laid in 
provender, and, as 
the markets were closed, it was found impos- 


- sible to replenish their larders. 


Gen. Logan, accompanied by Gov. Alger of 
Michigan and staff, arrived bere yesterday 
evening. His reception durmg the grand par- 
ade this afternoon was most enthusiastic. To- 
night he will attend the torchlight procession. 
Logan said he came here to have a good time 
with the boys and was satisfied that 
all were going to thoroughly enjoy themselves. 
The IIlinois delegation, which looked weil dur- 
ing the parade, is quartered in the Grand Ho- 
tel. The department of Lilinois headed the 
third division of the procession and was re- 
ceived with cheers. 

The parade in bonor of Commander-in-Chief 
Burdett took place this evening. Several 
organizations, comprising Liucoln Post, Flam- 
beau Club of Topeka, Kas., and delegations 
from various Grand Army posts, formed on 
Montgomery street and proceeded up Market 
street to the pavilion, where a reception was 
tendered the society from Potomac Loyal Le- 
gion, Women’s Relief Corps, and kindred soci- 
eties. After the Star-Spangled Banner’’ 
had been rendered Mayor Bartiett in a speech 
welcomed the visitors to San Francisco, Com- 
mander Burdett replying gracefully to his 
remarks.

MR. KLEHM’S SCHEME, 


How He Would Increase the County Real- 
Estate Assessment—Mr. Van Pelt’s Pian 
of Increase for the City, Which Will Prob- 
ably be Adopted. 

The Committee on Juries and Equalization of 


‘Taxes met at 10 o’clock yesterday to wrestie 


over the tax question. Commissioner Van 
Pelt was absent. There Was an evident desire 
oa the partofsome of the members to not 
hurry things through. Mr. Kleum said be had 
prepared a table by which a big increase could 
be made by Assessors in regard to county real 
estate. It was discussed at some length, but 
was not adopted, although the majority of the 
committee favored it and will no doubt accept 
it it a new assessment is ordered. By his 
scheme the assessments of Barrington, Bioom, 
Bremen, Elk Grove, Hanover, Northfield, New 
Trier, Schaumberg. Wheeling, Worth, and Pala 
tine are to be. $14.93 per acre, Lemont, Orland, 
Palos, Rich, and Thornton $11.58 per acre, and 
Leyden, Niles, Proviso, Maine, and Lyons 
$15:31 per acre, an aggregate increase over the 
former assessment of a lite more than 
$1,200,000. 

Mr Klehm explained that he had taken the 
towns where propertr was about the same 
value and grouped them together. The pres- 
ent assesements of these towns were made at 
the following rate ver acre: Barrington, 
$11.60; Bloom, $11.04; Bremen, $9.22; Elk 
Grove, $14.42; Hanover, $13.49: Northfield, 
$10.34; New Trier, $12.84; Schaumberg, $14.93; 
Wheeling, $11.84; Worth, $12.51; Palatine, 
$11.50; Lemont, $9.44; Orland, $8.11; Palos, 
$5.79; Rich, $9.56; Thornton, $11.58; Leyden, 
$14.47; Niles, $15.31; Proviso, $11.77; Maine, 
$0.65: Lyons, $12.55. 

Mr. Hemmeigarn proposed tnat the increased 
assessment be fixed at the rate of 20 per cent 
for the county towns, 70 per cent for the South 
Town, 87% per cent for the West Town, and 30 
per cent for the North Town. This would only 
make a general increase of a little over 39 per 
cent, while an Increase of 51 per cent is need- 
ed. For this reason the proposition was not 
acted upon. 

Mr. Kleum proceeded to argue that the per- 
sonal assessment was not fair; that the coun- 
try towus paid more in vroportion than the 
city towns. In proof of this he showed that 
there were more borses listed in Evanston than 
in the South Town: also more safes, steam- 
engines, watches,-clocks, ete. At the afternoon 
session nothing was agreed upon and the com- 
mittee adjourned until today. 

Mr. Van Pelt bas agreed upon a rate of in- 
crease which will undoubtedly be adopted at 
this morning’s meeting. It is to increase the 
South Town 75 per cent, the West Town 40 per 
cent, the North Town 35 per cent, ana the 
county towns 20 per cent.

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


ANOTHER PENSION VETO SUSTAINED 
IN THE SENATE. 


An Agreement Reached on the Surplus 
Resolution—The Sundry Civil and Gen- 
eral Deficiency Bills—The Grant Trophies 
—Illinoisans Made Solid—Cooper Gets It 
Again—The Presidential Vacation—In- 
ternal Revenue—Conferences All Around. 


WasHinoartos, D. C., Aug. 3.—Mr. Blair today 
called up in the Senate the report of the Com- 
mittee on Pensions in the case of the vetoed 
bill giving a pension to Mary J. Nottage, and 
he proceeded to state the merits of the case. 

The vote was taken and resulted: Yeas 26, 
nays 19—a party vote, except that Mr. Wilson 
of Maryland voted in the affirmative. 50, 
two-thirds not voting in the affirmative, the

The Sandry Civil Measure. 
The Sundry Civil bill, which has been re- 


garded as the main obstacie In the way ofa 


speedy adjournment of Congress, was agreed 
upon by the conferrees today. The cvuast-sur- 
vey item inserted by the Senate remains sub- 
stantially as it passed the Senate, while the 
provision for the protection and improvement 
of the Yellowstone Park is the same as that 
made in the original House bill. 

Mr. Morrison of Ililinois submitted to the 
House the conference report oh the Sundry 
Civil bill, The reading of the report consumed 
nearly an hour, and as 5 o’ciock was near at 
hand Mr. Holman of Indiana wished ité con- 
sideration to go over until tomorrow, saying 
that the increased appropriations for the sala- 
ries of officers were unexampied. Mr. Randall 
replied that most of the officers whose salaries 
were increased were in the Land-Office. 

The report was then agreed to—yeas 126, 
nays 26—and the House adjourned. 

In the Senate some opposition to the report 
was made by Messers. Conger, Teller, ana Haw- 
ley for the reason that the Senate conferrees 
had yielded in part to the House on the ques- 
tion of appropriations for schools in Alaska, 
but Mr. Beck defended the conterence action, 
deciaring that the Senate conferrees had had 
difficult work in retaining any portion of the 
appropriation. 

After further debate the report was adopted 
—yeas 27, nays IK. 

On monon of Mr. Allison a bill was passed 
making an additional appropriation ot 885.000 
for the purchase of a site forthe Congressional 
Library. 

The Senate then, at 10:20, went into secret 
session.

The tropbies and presenta of Gen. Grant, 
which were jointly donated to the Government 
by Mr. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Grant, are still 
stored in the War Department, where they 
were secreted when they were brought to this 
city by Col. Batchellor a year and a halt ago. 
In just what room they are stored is not 
known, as public knowledge of it might neces- 
situate a stricter watch than was desired. They 
were placed there pending a formal accept- 
ance of them by Congress, when they were to 
be placed in the National Museum. Congress 
has as yet taken no action. The Secretury of 
War when asked by a reporter today what dis 
position would be made of the presents in case 
Congress adjourns without accepting them 
said: 

I presume they will be returned to either 
Mrs. Grant or the Vanderbilt heirs. That will 
certainly be done if they wishit. I am simply 
the custodian of the presents pending their ac- 
ceptance by Congress, and I expressly stated 
when the presents were donated to the Govern- 
ment by Mr. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Grant that I 
should simply take temporary charge of them. 
Therg,will be general regret expressed if Con- 
gress’ permits the Government to lose this valu- 
able and historical collection through negli- 


gence, 
IIlinolsans Made Solid. 

Among the IIlinoisaus confirmed yesterday 
were “Whig” Bwing as Northern District 
Attorney and Marshal Weber of the Southern 
District, There was no opposition in either 
case. Postmaster Scott of Galeda was aleo 


confirmed. Scott was rather lucky in having 


Democratic opposition at home, as it weakened 
the force of the objections made by the Re- 
publicans. When Congressman Hitt presented 
the grounds on which Scott should be rejected 
to the Post-Office Committee there was a long 
discussion as to whether it could go into a full 
investigation. A Government Inspector bad 
reported relieving Scott from the responsibil! +- 
ty of transactions in the post-office, about 
which complaint has been made, and though 
the committee agreed there were reasons for 
doubting the correctness of this report it flnal- 
ly decided that it could not set the precedent 
of going behind the findimg made by the 
friendly agent of the Government. When 
the committee so decided Mr. Hitt, thougn 
not withdrawing any of the complaints 
made, “id not press to have the decision 
set aside by the Senate. Hence Scott 
slipped through by reason of the Post-Office 
Committee's indisposition to go into all the 
phases of the case. 


Cooper Nominated Again, 

The President yielded to Mr. Springer’s im- 
portunities and today renominated Cooper as 
Internal-Revenue Collector, vice John Wheeler, 
“resigned.” The scheme will not affect the 
resuit. In the first place, there is not time be- 
fore adjournment for the new nomination to 
be referred to the Finance Committee, investi- 
gated, and reported to the Senate. Besides, 
the fight was not made against Cooper because 
ne had taken the place of a suspended official, 
but on account of his offensive methods of 
making his political enemies uncomfortable.

Players. 

Tha last issue of Sporting Life contains the 
announcement of the formation of a protect- 
ive and benevolent association of bali-players, 
under the title of the National Brotherhood 
of Professional Balk Players.“ John H. Ward 


ot the New York team is uus President. The 


present organization is due to the efforts of 
the New York club, and there is now a chapter 
in every league ciub and it bas about 100 mem- 
bers. Its objects are to protect and benefit the 
members, collectively and individually, to pro- 
mote a high standard of professional conduct, 
and to advance the interests of the National 
game. One of the first things to which the 
organization will give its attention will be the 
Illegal and unjust contracts required in some 
clubs, where the parties of the one part sign 
away all rights and the party of the other 
reserves all. 

We will meet the league officials,” said 
Capt. Ward, and in a spirit of fairness draw 
up a contract in which the equities of each 
might be reasonably protected.” ‘ 
83 you not expect to meet with opposi- 

Probably at first, but we mean business: 
besides, the league officials will soon tind that 
they have nothing to fear from us. On the 
contrary, I believe this organization will be of 
positive benefit to them. 

It is organized by chapters, each baving 
its local officers; each chapter will choose one 
delegate or representative and all the repre- 
sentatives so chosen (eight in all) will consti- 
tute the council. This is the supreme execu- 
tive and judicial body and its officers are the 
general officers of the brotherhood.” ? 

One of the provisions of the constitution 
contains a principle of justice which might 
fairly command the attention of the associa- 
tions themselves, for it was learned by them 
only after their attention had been called to it 
by the direction of a court. 

Sec. 1, Art. III. of the constitution reads: 
“The council shall have power to discipline 
any member by fine or suspension, but only

bers, and after the accused shall have been 
given an opportunity to be heard in defense.” 

This profession shows a most commendabie 
appreciation of the rights of the individual .

AN ADULTERATED MESSAGE. 

The President has made several curious 
announcements to Congress, but his oleo- 
margarine message must be regarded as the 
most extraordinary of all. The interest 
which is manifested for the farmers and the 
dairymen on the one hand and the regrets 
for the oleomargarine manufacturers on the 
other are alike touching. The depressing 
nature of agricultural industry, the weari- 
ness of the farmer’s life, the burdens of 
taxation which he bears, and the direct in- 
justice practiced upon him by the oleomar- 
garinists are dwelt upon in such a tender 
manner that no farmer hereafter will find it 
in his heart to patronize them or to mingle 
this product of the factories with the genuine 
product of the fields. The farmer and his 
cow will be above suspicion hereafter. They 
must be, to justify the President’s bucolic 
eulogium, and the factories must look 
elsewhere for 
ly does the President straddle the 
question that the oleomargarine men also 
will read the message and derive some little 
comfort from it. They will find that if the 
matter had been presented as an original 
proposition to increase taxation he might not 
have approved of it; that if the intention of 
the butter men is to cripple the industry of 
the oleomargarine men he does not approve 
of it; that the bil is not as bad as it looks, 
because even after the tax is paid there will 
still remain a fair profit to the manufacturer; 
that the truly good oleomargarine men will 


de glad to get rid of the truly bad ones; aad, 


finally, that there is no harm in trying it any- 
way, as there is ample time to correct any 
abuses; and, if the bill is found to be uncon- 
stitutional or not so beneficial as its friends 
expect, it can be quietly annulled. It is evi- 
dent from this latter condition that Pan- 
Electric Garland has not illuminated the 
Presidential mind as to the constitutionalicy 
of the law, or, if he has, that the President 
has little or no confidence in his legal clerk’s 
opinion. Putting the two aspects of the 
message side by side, it will be readily seen 
that it is neither good butter nor good oleo- 
margarine. It is adulterated worse than 
either of these products ever were on the farm 
or in the factory. 

At first sight it will appear strange why 
the President should take the trouble to send 
a message to Congress after signing a bill if 
he approve it, and if he does not approve it 
why he should sign it. The reason is to be 
found without much search. He was afraid 
to veto it for fear of offending the farmers. 
On the other hand, he was afraid to sign it 
without telling the country why he hated to 
do it. The message is an official apology. 
Iie bas thrown tubs to both whales. The 
farmer gets the biggest one, but he will have 
no use forit. It is altogether too leaky. 
The President has said too much on one side 
to be sincere on the other. In trying to sat- 
isfy both he has satisfied neither. The agri- 
cultural vote will not be caught with any 
such chaff. He should either have signed 
the bill as an indication of his approval or 
vetoed it as evidence of his disapproval. The 
straddling policy he has pursued shows him 
to be a very small politacian, whose loftiness 
of motive and personal independence are 
only manifested when there is no political 
profit to be made. Meanwhile, neither the 
oleomargarine market nor the butter market 
appears to be disturbed in the least by the 
adulterated message—a result which mi ght 


be expected. 


THE JULY DEBT STATEMENT. 

The monthly statement of the Treasury 
Department shows for July an increase of 
about $5,000,000 in the surplus and a seem- 
ing reduction of $9,000,000 in the National 
debt. The latter showing is made possible 
only by the device of counting the debt 
less available cash items in the Treasury,” 
and results from the fact that Congress has 
neglected to pass several important appro- 
priation bills and the War and Navy De- 
partments have not been able to make their 
usual requisitions for the quarter. By esti- 
mating the debt less the available cash and 
omitting from the report the usual statement 
as to the net increase of cash,” the Treas- 
urer has figured out an apparent reduction of 
$9,000,000, but less than half this amount is 
actual. Had the Treasury been required to 


ficiencies no such exhibit could have been 
made. Owing to the causes mentioned the 
Treasury expenditures were decreased $6 ,000,- 
000 for the month, but of course this must be 
made good hereafter. The increase of Idle 
money in the Treasury is actual and the 
claimed reduction of debt largély fictitious.

MOST’S PUPILS AS WITNESSES. 
Herr Most in his now notorious pam

He advises that when 
the judicial farce”-—meaning the trial—is 
instituted, the revolutionist should admit 
nothing except what is proven.“ very 
effort,” says Herr Most, should be made 
to establish an alibi,” and, in case all else 
fails, the accused parties should convert 
the defendants’ box into a speakers’ stand.” 
The Anarchist conspirators on trial in Chi- 
cago apparently wish to have Most's in- 


‘structions observed; but the learned and 


able gentlemen who are conducting their de- 
fense have not acted in accordance with the 
instructions, Still, many of those placed on 
the stand yesterday conducted them- 
selves as far as they could in ac 
cordance with the spirit of Most's 
instructions. There was a good deal 
of downright lying from the witness 
chair, and more than one of those who te 
tified for the prisoners sought to address the 
court and jury on general principles. ‘The 
counsel for the accused vainly endeavored to 
restrain their ardor. Whey they fell into 
the hands of the attorneys for the State they 
were indulged and used the opportunity to 
confound their friends. The evidence as a 
whole fortified the case against the defend- 
ants. Most of the witnesses were Socialists 
or Socialistic sympathizers, professional 
labor agitators, or cranks. 

It has been proven that the pistol-firing 
did not begin until after the explosion of the 
bomb. Some of the Socialistic witnesses of 
yesterday were positive that the police fired 
before the bomb was thrown, and one wit- 
ness sought to make it appear that pistol- 
fring was simultaneous, or, as he ex- 
pressed it, occurred ‘‘ instantaneously ” with 
the bomb explosion. Spies’ printer, Urban, 
swore that he saw revolvers displayed in the 
hands of the police as they approached the 
wagon where Fielden was talking. This is 
in flat contradiction of all the other testimony 
on this point. Another witness was so intent 
on proving that the police began the shooting 
that he said he did not hear the bomb ex- 
plosion, though he was within close hearing 
distance at the time. All the Socialistic and 
semi-Socialistic witnesses insisted that the 
police fired into the crowd in every direction 
repeatedly, and the witness Taylor was so 
spontaneous on the point that he testified that 
the police followed the retreating mob into 
Madison street and shut at them there. This 
is in conflict with all the testimony hitherto 
offered. ‘Taylor, however, did not stop at 
trifles. It was he whoswore that although 
the meeting was called for the haymarket 
square he took his stand one hour before the 
meeting began at the corner of Crane’s alley- 
way on Desplaines street—half a block north 
ofthe haymarket—‘‘so as tobe near the 
speakers”! He also swore that he 
constantly kept his eyes on Fielden, who 
was north of him, and was yet able 
to see the head of the man Who threw the 
bomb, and to describe the direction of that 
missile. and the demoralization which it 
wrought in the ranks of the police south of 
and behind him. Mr. Ingham conducted the 
cross-examination of Taylor and completely 
pulverized his testimony, making the wit- 
ness contradict himself frequently. It was a 
most skillful piece of legal work. 

The eagerness of the German Socialist 
witnesses to swear that the bomb was thrown 
from a point south of the alleyway suggested 
** coaching” by the Anarchists’ sympathizers 
and led to numerous blunders as to details. 
One witness swore he saw no boxes on the 
sidewalk near where he said he stood, though 
if he spoke the truth he must have been 
pushed against them. Another witness 
swore that the bomb must have fallen about 
forty feet south of the alleyway, or about 
twenty feet behind where the police stood. 
That the coaching has been without the 
knowledge or consent of the lawyers for the 
defense is apparent. They could hardly 
conceal their annoyance at its manifesta- 
tion. Mr. Foster took the witnesses 
in hand in the afternoon and tried 
hard to save them from ‘themselves, but 
witliout any great degree of success. The 
witness Stenner, who apparently told the 
truth, gave important testimony against Field- 
en.

SILVER AGAIN LOWER. 
The price of silver in London has fallen 


to a lower point than ever before. It was 
yesterday quoted down to 41 pence per 
ounce, with Indian exchange pressing on the 
market at equivalent terms. It is the In- 
dian feature that is at present assigned as 
the chief cause of weakness. It forms a 
double-edged sword that cuts both ways, so far 
as we are concerned, but is especially sharp 
on that edge which menaces this coantry 
with competition in the supply of wheat to 
Western Europe. It is stated that the 
ounce of silver will pay as much taxes and 
go.as far in the procurement of labor in India 
as before it began the descent from the old 
par of about 60 pence. Since the time that 
British imports of Indian wheat became large 
enough to attract widespread attention (two 
or three years ago), the price has declined 
ninepénce, or about 18 per cent, while as 
reckoned on a gold basis wheat has fallen off 
in price 25 percent. The last named feature 
is a disadvantage shared by us with the pro- 
ducer in India, but the silver offset is good 
to him for three-fourths of the difference if 
the facts with him de as claimed, and the re- 
mainder may be considered to be nearly made 


‘transportation in British India. If this view 
of the case be correct the decline in the price 
of silver cannot have furnished any stimulus 
to the export of wheat from India, but the

Interview with Allen G. Thurman in New 
York World: **My judgment is that Mr. Cleve- 
land is growing stronger with bis party. That 
seems to be the opinion in Ohio. I cannot 
speak for other States, asI have remained 
very close at home and haven't had an oppor- 
tunity of judging. At first there was some 
complaint, I believe, because Mr. Cleveland 


did not turn the Republicans out fast enough; 


but he appears to have improved in that re- 
spect, or the Democrats have become less im- 
patient, for he has been steadily gaining in 
strength and popularity. There may be some 
Democrats in Gbio who are not yet satisfied 
with the President. I should not be surprised 
if there were, as be could hardly be expected 
to please every one.

But in judging Mr. Cleveland's Administra- 
tion one must take into consideration tne diffl- 
culties that beset him at the start. It was not 
like one Republican succeeding another or a 
continuation of the same political succession.

THE GREAT STAMP STEAL. 


SIX MEN ARE NOW UNDER ARREST IN 


Supervisor Shanahan of the South Town 
and Tom Finucane, a Noted Fifth- 
Warder, Give Ball for Their Appearance 
Frank Wicks and Noyes L. Thompson 
Go to Jall-Leahy and Devine Suspected 
of Possible Actual Participation in the 
Post-Office Burglary. 

Despite the official expressions in regard to 
the relative guilt of the different parties in- 
volved in the suspicious stamp sale, all four of 
them appeared before Commissioner Hoyne 
yesterday afternoon and answered to the 
nemes of Thomas Finucane, David E. Shana- 
han, Frank Wicks, and Noyes L. Thompson. 
Early in the day William Starkey, as attorney 
for Finucane, appeared and demanded that his 
man should be released from custody or some 
process for his detention shown. Both the 
Pinkerton agency and the Post-Office Inspect- 
ors wanted to bold back the three last named, 
but the people in the District-Attor 
ney’s office would not consent to this, 
ana so Mr. Kidder swore 
complaint and warrants charging all of them 
with a violation of Sec. 5,470 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, which makes it 
a crime punisbable by afine of not more than 
2,000 or imprisonment for not more than five 
years for any one to receive, buy, or conceal, 
or aid in receiving, buying, or concealing 
stamps known to have been stolen from any 
post-office. When the prisoners were ar- 
raigued Mr. Starkey appeared for Finucane 
and ex-Gov. John M. Hamilton for Sbanaban, 
while the other two were not represented. 


Finucane was anxious for a continuance, but 
Shanahan wanted to go on atonce. As the 
Government was not ready for that Friday at 
2 o'clock was set as the time for the prelimi- 
nary bearing, and the bond of each man was 
fixed at $2,000. This sum was fixed after Kid- 
der bad testified that the stamps were in charge 
of the bank; that no money had, as yet, 
been advanved upon any of them; and that 
the Government could reach them whenever it. 
was necessary. 

The name Finucane is well known in Bridge- 
port, where it bas been borne by a prominent 


ward politician for two generations. The pres- | 


ent prisoner’s father built and owned Finu- 
cane’s Hall at the ourner of Archer avenue 
and Deering street, and was a power in Fifth 
Ward operations. The son bas been known as 
the associate of an extremely tough gang in 
that locality, and was arrested, tried, and con- 
victed about four years of complicity in 
the notorious robvery the Union Iron & 
Steel Works. His partners in the crime went 
to the penitentiary, but by reason of influence 
Thomas’ sentence was suspended. In the 
course of a short time the old man died, leay- 
ing the son heir to about $80,000 worth of prop- 
erty, and since that time he has been more or 
less prominent in politics on the South 
Side. Michael Healey of No, 2435 Archer 
avenue and James S. Cleary of No. 2987 Bona- 
parte street signed Finucane’s bond, and the 
prisoner waiked out after blandly assuring a 
reporter that be was not at ail implicated in 
the stamp-sellm and knew nothing of it. 

Shanaban has twice been elected South Town 
Supervisor. He had some trouble in securing 
the presence of a bondsman, but finally his 
father, George Shanahan, a cooper at No. 2722 
Main street, was accepted. The Supervisor 
deciined to talk to reporters, but it is said be 
bas made a statement to the Post-Office In- 
spectors and Pinkerton which, it is alleged. 
involves Finucane to some extent. He was 
extremely anxious that the case against his 
fellow-prisoner should not be continued, ex- 
pressing himseif as certain that Tom would 
get out with “those otber fellows and 
fix them so that they couldn't be used.“ He 
claimed when first arrested that he knew 
nothing as to where the stamps came from, 
and only took them at Finucane’s instance as 
a side speculation. . 

Frank Wicks. who is at t out of 
work, formerly employed in a South Water 
street commission house, failed to secure a 
bondsman. When the mittimus was made out 
he accompanied the Deputy Marshal to jail 
without much protest, claiming that he wouid 
have no trouble in securing bail today. He 
insists that he is perfectiy innocent of any 
criminal intent, and that be knew nothing 
about the stamps except that Shanahan told 
himself and bompson they could have 
all they got over per dent of their face 
value. Thompson was likewise sent to jail, and 
is in exactly the same boat. He is employed 
asa watchman at the County Infirmary io Jef- 
ferson, and has, accordmg to Warden Frey, 
beretofore borne an excellent reputation. 

Two other men, Chris Leaby and Henry De- 
vine, were arrested Monday night, and are be- 
ing beld by the police, awaitmg the order of 
Inspector Kidder or Pinkerton. It seems that 
Sbanahan’s statement must have pointed to 
them in some way, for when the rs were 
sent to bring in Finucane word was sent ail 
over the city by telephone to look for these 
two. Both are known as acquaintances at least 
of Finucane, and are “all-around” thieves of 
considerable reputation. Devine will be re-

Dublin Shows Her Attachment to the Earl 
of Aberdeen. 

DUBLIN, Aug. 8.—|New York Times’ Special 
Cable.)—So tar as the size of the throng and 
its enthusiasm went, today’s demonstration 
in honor of the Earl of Aberdeen, the retiring 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, far exceeded the 
public expectations. ‘he procession, being a 
bastily patched-up affair, was more or less a 
reminder of the familiar St. Patrick’s-Day pa- 
rades; but there was no mistaking tne marvel- 
ous fire with which the populace rose at the 
sight of the siender Lord Aberdeen and his 
pretty Countess, who was ciad in a pale 
blue dress, and who was literally covered 
with flowers by the great crowd assembied in 
Cork Hill and forced to stand in her carriage to 
acknowledge the honors showered upon her. 
‘The whole affair was impressive beyond coo- 
ception as a manifestation of the deep popular 
feeling. Fully one-third of the flags car- 
ried. in the precession were American, 
and, of course, there was not a single English 
banver. The relations between the troops 
and the crowd were excellent. Both seemed 
to enjoy the new cordiality, even if it proves 
to be only temporary. It must, indeed. have 
been a new sensation for the British soldiers, 
for the first time in their generation, to make 
aroad for the Irish instead of one through 


the m.

Lord Mayor 
Sullivan asked Lord Aberdeen to describe the 
scene to the Queen and to tell ner chat this 
was a forecast of the reception sue will re- 
ceive when she comes in person to restore to 
Ireland ber ancient right of seif-government.”’

Why Trade Is Depressed. 
Lonwpon, Aug. 8.—The final report of the 


| commission appointed by the Conservative 


Government in 1885 to inquire into the causes 
of the depression in trade will soon be issued. 
The report will announce that the commission 
bas not found any evidence of depression as 
regards restriction of trading operations. The 
volume of British trade has increased more 
than commensurately with the growth of the 
population. Low prices and the consequent 
diminished profits constitute the only evidence 
of depression. There bas been a greatly pro- 
longed period of overproduction,owing to a vast 
increase of wealth of the country. The com- 
mission does not believe that legislation re- 
garding labor has injured trade, and depre- 
cates an increase in the number of hours of 
labor and a diminution of wages. The report 
distinctly favors trades unions. The commis 
sion considers the recent failure of agricult- 
ural production. the main, if not the sole, 
cause of the diminution of the home trade, 
which otherwise, the commission believes, 
wouid be in a satisfactory condition. The 
condition of the working classes, the report 
says, bas greatiy improved in the last 
twenty years. Competition, both in the 
nome and the foreign trade, is greatly 
increased, especially as regards Germany, 
whose trade is improving and pressing England 
closely at home and abroad. No fiscal alters- 
tion is suggested in the report. and no refer- 
ence is made to protection orreciprocity. The 
commission recommends that the British Con- 
guls report more frequently. and suggests that 
British factors adapt their manufactures to the 
necessities of ioreign markets, in which re- 
spect, the commission says, Germany excels. 


Acquitted of the Charge of Treason. 
Roms, Aug.3.—The Frenchman Lorides and

WHO DARE NOT TRY TO RUN FOR RE- 
ELECTION THIS FALL. | 


They Are Van Pelt, Niesen, Leyden, and 
Hannigan—The Socialists, Labor Unions, 
and Knights of Labor Organizing for 
the Coming Election—A General Confer- 
ence Soon to Be Held—W. H. Harper in 
the First District—The Thirteenth Sen- 
atorial. 

In the fight for Treasurer, Sheriff, County 
Clerk, and the Judgesbips sight has been lost 
of four officers in many respects as important 
as any of the others to be elected in Cook 
County this fall. These are the four County 
Commissioners to take the place of Van Pelt 
and three of bis Democratic colleagues, who 
are usually found voting together when a deal 
ison hand in the County Board. The four 
members trom the city whose terms ex- 
pire this year are Van Pelt, Leyden, 
Niesen, and Hannigan. They are al 
Democrats. Fortunately for the public 
they will probably not be candidates, 
but even if they were thev could not be elect- 
ed. Their failure tocome out as active candi- 
dates simply relieves the people of the trouble 
of retiring them. 

There has so far been very little talk among 
the Republicans in regard to these nomina- 
tions outside of the candidates them- 
selves. Of the four members whose 
terms expire two are from the West and 
two from the North Side, and thé theory is 
that the same divisions will be observed in the 
nominations this fall. On the West Side 
George Rahbifs of the Fourteenth Ward, F. K. 
Schubert of the Seventh, and G. W. Kroll of 
the Sixth are actively in the field. The latter 
was formerly a henchman for Louis Hutt 
when he lived in the Sixth Ward, but 
now that he has become a member from the 
Sixth on the County, City, and Legislative 
Central Committees he proposes to taxe the 
lead himse!f, and announces his inte u tion of 
defeating Hutt’s delegation for County Treas- 
urer im that ward. Mr. Hahbifs is President of 
tne West Park Board. He would prob- 
ably stand a firat-class show if 
were not for the fact that be 
bas aroused the enmity of some of those who 
figure largely in controlling the Fourteenth 
Ward. He may get the delegation in spite of 
of this opposition, however. He is a member 
of the Republican Central Committee in the 
Ninth Senatorial District, and it is 
hinted that if he is not nom- 
inated for County Commissioner be will 
come out as a candidate for State Senator to 
succeed W. E. Mason. A few weeks ago the 
Thirteenth Ward end of the district wanted to 
call the Senatorial primaries in advance of the 
County Convention, but Mr. Rahits biocked 
the game by refusing to join in the call, and 
that has convinced West Side politicians that he 
proposes to bave one office or the other. 
This may cause all the Senatorial candidates 
in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Wards to 
help him to the County Cummissionership, and 
between them they may land him in the place. 
Ex-Ald. Bond of the Eleventh Ward is also 
talked of as a candidate, although he is making 
no effort for it. His record in the City Council 
commends him for this piace if he wants it. 

On the North Side tour or five candidates 
are mentioned as successors of Niesen and 
Hannigan. These are Ald. Eisfeldt of the Fif- 
teenth Ward, Maj. Murphy of the Seventeenth, 
ang Mortimer Scanian and Charles Spangen- 
berg of the Eighteenth. There will probably 
be others before the convention is held, and 
there is no certainty as to the final outcome. 


A Row in the Seventh Ward—Jack Stephens’ 
Crowd Beaten. 

The Seventh Ward Republican Club met at 
Twelfth and Waller streets last night, and bad 
a lively time over the election of officers. Kirk 
Eastman presided, and there were about 100 
present, including twenty or thirty from the 
east end of the ward, headed by ex-Ald. Powell 
of tne Criminal Court Clerk’s office, who is 
working for Jack Stepbens for Sheriff.

Much confusion and disorder followed, in the 
midst of which Kehoe and the others were 
deciared elected, they evidently having the most 
votes. 

President Kenoe was introduced and received 
with cheers. The club then adjourned for two 
weeks. 

Mr. Powell announced that a meeting would 
be held Saturday night, when a Republican 
club would be organized in which a man would 
bave a right to vote as he wanted to. The 
troubie with Mr. Powell, according to one of 
the members, is that he wants to control the 
ward delegation to the County Convention. 
The present club has nothing particular against 
Mr, Stepbens, but is opposed to pledging itself 
to anybody iong before the primary, but is un- 
derstood to be for Matson. 


The Thirteenth Senatorial Convention to 
be Held Saturday. 

The Republican Central Committee of the 
Thirteenth Senatorial District he'd a meeting 
at No. 311 Larrabee street last nigbt and 
issued a call tor the Legislative Convention 
to be held at the same place next Saturday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. The primaries will be 
held Friday afternoon, from 4 to 7, these being 
the first Republican primaries not calied under 
the Crawford law since that statute was en- 
acted.

A call bas been issued to all the labor organ- 
izations throughout the city to send three deil- 
egates from each association to meet at 
Greenebaum’s Hall on Fifth avenue at 1 
o’clock Saturday, Aug. 21, to consider the ex- 
pediency of putting upa full labor ticket for 
the support of the working classes. It is wild- 
ly claimed that there are 100,000 men in Chi- 
cago identified with these several organiza- 
tions, and that every man of them will support 
the ticket if nominated. It is ciaimed by the 
leaders that if they are not successful im elect- 
ius their ticket that they can wield such an in- 
fluence that the party slates of both sides will 
be broken, and that both parties will de 
compelied to acknowledge the power 
and unanimity of the laboring men. 
Every organization will be assessed a certain 
amount of money for campaign purposes, and 
a large sum can, it is claimed, be realized 
which will furnish the sinews of war for an 
aggressive and determined political campaign.

Work was begun June 1 under the supervis- 
ion of Mr. George E. Thomas of this city, and 
the first block was put iu posiuon July 31. The 
concrete is composed of one part English and 
German cement, two parts of clear and sharp 
sand, and five of crushedstone. This is mixed 
by the worm process, using also a meter, the 
invention of Sooy Smith ot New York. This 
meter is invaluable, as secret of all cement 
work lies in the manipulation of the ingre- 
dients and in having the proportions exact. 

This composition is made by molds into solid 
blocks ten feet high, eight feet at the base by 
four feet wide, and growing narrower in steps 
on one side towards the top. which 
is circular in form and three feet 
thick. On the opposit side from the 
steps the biocks curve in one foot from a right 
angle at the base. The idea of this slope and 
curve is to lessen the resistance and spiit the 
torce of the waves. The step form in the 
back cuts nofigure with regard to the water, 
and is utilizea merely for anchoring purposes 
with weights on the back side. On the top 
step the outer edge of the sidewalk will rest. 

The old wooden piling used before as a 
breakwater is sounder below the water than 
when put in, and is being cut off three feet 
below the surface to be used as a foundation 
on which to place .the blocks, which weigh 
over sixteen tons apiece. The saw with which 
this work is done is circular and so arranged 
that it can be adjusted at any angie or bight 
desired, and is the invention of Mr. Thomas. 
After being cut off, the space between the 
piles is filled with bark and stone 
and the piles themselves are securely 
fastened together by heavy pine stringers 
twelve by twelve inches, and across the top are 
laid three-inch oak planks. On this the blocks 
are set side by side, and are fastened together 
by means of a slot twelve by six inches in tue 
sides of each and made to come opposit, being 
filled with the same concrete used in the 
blocks. This forms a solid and continuous 
wali able to withstand the force of any storm. 
Before bemg put into place the blocks bave 
to stand at least fifty days after being made in 
order to barden them sufficiently After that 
they are put into place and continue to car- 
bonize and grow hard for ten years. Such 
concrete as this is, well put in, sbould last as 
long as solid masonry, and the expense ia not 
nearly so great. The cost of making tbis 
breakwater cannot be closely estimated at 


per foot. 

The machinery used suffices to turn out six- 
teen runumg feet a day, and there is on band 
some 640 feet. The oniy difficulty to contend 
with in the work is clearing out the stone and 
rubbish which. hsve been dumped into the oid 
breakwater for years, but it will probably take 
another summer to compiete it. 


THE OLEOUMARGARINE BILL. 


Mr. Webster Thinks Cleveland Signed It for 
Political Reasons and Against His Con- 


Effect of the Measure. 

He evidently signed it contrary to his con- 
victions, said Mr. Webster of Armour & Co., 
referring to the President's approval of the 
Oleomarfarine bill. “Tnat is shown by bis 
letter. Thereis no use in talking now; the 
dog is dead; no use in agitating the matter at 
present. I ‘think it Was treated entirely as a 
political measure and not on tHe merits of the 
bill itself. ite triends having in mind the fail 
election in New York. We have notified our 
customers that we will continue to fill their 
orders, and, in the meantime, confer with 
them in regard to such changes as are em- 
bodied in the provisions of the bill in order to 
prepare them for the future.” 

“Chicago's butterine product for the year 
1885 amounted to 25.000, 000 pounds, and it is 
thought the output for the current year Will 
be even greater,“ said a large manufacturer of 
the article yesterday. He doubted that of all 
that was manufactured 10,000,000 pounds 
were made outside of this city; and in speak- 
ing of the growth of the industry menagoned 
the quantities of butterine bandied in the last 
three years by one South Water street firm. 
For the year ending May 1, 1884, 800. 000 pounds 
were handied; 1885, 2,300,000 pounds; and 1886, 
8,725,263 pounds, 

Another manufacturer, in speaking of the 
difference between oleomargarine and butter- 
ine, said chat the latter was made of creamery 
butter, fresh cream, oleum, neutral lard, and 
salt; and in commenting on the effect the 
new law would have. on its production 
and sale said it would not diminish the pro- 
duction, but would crowd the small factories 
to the wall and ruin many small grocers. 
Smali manufacturers, he said, cannot afford to 
give the $5,000 bond and take out the $600 
license, and the result will be to concentrate 
the business in the large establishments. He 
thought the price would be advanced iwo cents 
per pound to cover the tax, and that the con- 
sumer would bave to pay it. 

Mr. Orvis of the Cook -County Dairy Com- 
pany was of the opinion that the butter dealer 
and the speculator would reap greatest ad- 
vantages from the new law, basing his opinion 
on the fact that the advance in price would be 
taken out of the consumer's pocket and put 
into the butter dealer's: He added that the 
manufacturers of butterine were anxious to 
have that article sold on its merits.

A General Demoralization in Rates at Hand 

—A Charge that the Lake Shore Is 

- Mainly Responsible—The Story of the 

Union Pacific’s Control of the Oregon 

Navigation Co.’s Line Denied—Serious 

Passenger Rate Troubles—Illinois Cen- 
tral to Enter the Northwest. 

The fears entertained for some time past 
that the clandestine cutting of east-bound 
freight rates by several of che lines from St. 
Louis, Peoria, and other western gateways will 
lead to a general demoralization in rates from 
Chicago have at last been realized. It was 
learned yesterday that several of the roads 
running east from Chicago have for some days 
past been taking grain and provisions from 
Chicago at cut rates. The cutting, which at 
first amounted to very little, bas at last as- 
sumed serious dimensions. Grain was freely 
contracted for yesterday by most of the roads 
at a reduction of from four to five cents per 
100 pounds, Chicago to New York, and pro- 
visions were taken for three cents less than 
regular tariff. 

It is claimed that the Lake Shore is mainly 
responsible for the break in rates. That com- 
pany last week carried over 26 per cent of the 
total east-buund dead-freignt business from 
Chicago, which je 9 per cent more than was 
carried by any one of the other lines. This 
was considered positive proof that the com- 
pany bad secured its advantage by unfair 
means; and the result was that most of the 
other lines also commenced to cut the rates. 
There is but little prospect that the difficulty 
can be speedily settied, and the opinion is that 
rates will go down to the basis of 15 cents per 
100 pounds, grain, Chicago to New York, be- 
fore the end of next week. Commissioner 
Blanchard went to New York about a week 
ago to get the trunk lines to take some cecisive 
action in the matter and stop their Western 
connections from demoralizing the rates. He 
succeeded in inducing them to issue a notice 
to their Western connections informing them 
that the trunk lines would not participate in cut 
rates, and roads found to be taking business 
at less than tariff would be cut off from all 
pro-rating arrangements. 

But instead of bringing about a strict main- 
tenance of rates, that action seems to have ag- 


gravated the situation, as since the issu«nce 
of the notice by the trunk lines the Western 
roads have been cutting rates worse than be- 
fore. There seems to be an impression among 
many of the Western roads that the trunk lines 
were mainiy responsibie for the cutting of 
rates and that they were insincere when they 
issued that notice to their Western connections 
last week. Instead of trying earnestly to se- 
cure the maintenance of tariff rates several of 
the trunk lines have not oniy been encourag- 
ing some of their Western connections in cut 
ting rates, but they bave in many instances 
made direct concessions to Western shippers 
without the kuowledge of their Western con- 
nections. It bas looked for some time past as 
if the trunk lines were unfriendiy to the Cen- 
trai Traffic Association and anxious to comp! i- 
cate its affairs. They have persistently 
claimed the rigbt to dictate east-bound rates 
from Western points, although many of the 
Western roads protested against it and 
several of the leading Western managers 
predicted disastrous results if the trunk lines 
did not change their position. There was so’ue 
managers who think the new troubles have 
been precipitated by the dissatis faction with 
the new percentages. 

The Pennsylvania and Vanderbilt lines have 
been especially displeased with the new awards, 
and it is believed that when rearbitretion was 
refused upon their appeals from the first 
awards they decided to break the agreement 
and secure business at the best rates obta na- 
ble. The cutting of rates is not likely to in- 
filct any serious damage upon the roads. It 
is quite certain that it will have the effect of 
stimulating business to such“an extent as to 
more than make up for the loss on rates, es- 
pecially as tue east-bound traffic has amount- 
ed to very littie tor the last few months. 


Serious Passenger Rate Troubles. 

Commissioner Wiison has informed Western 
roads that the Baltimore & Onio Railroad has 
issued excursion round-trip tickets to the 
teachers’ convention in Topeka in such a quan- 
lity as to enable scalpers to monopolize nearly 
all the east-bound passenger traffic from Kan- 
aas City to the East. The return coupons are 
being sold by scalpers at $9 and $10, Kansas 
City to Chicago, a cut of about $3, and as near- 
ly all this business is d.rected over the A 
ton and Wabash Roads the other Kansas City 
lines are clamoring for a reduction in rates to 
enuble them to compete for the business. Both 
the Alton and Wabash disciaim any respousi- 
bility for the trouble, and state that the Balti- 
more & Ohio is alone responsible. 

They appear to be perfectly willing that some 
act should be taken to stop the trouble. A 
mee is to be beid next Friday to decide 
what action should be taken in the matter. 
The Baltimore & Onio bas been requested to 
redeem its tickets in the hands of Kansas City 
scaipers, but it is hardly probable tnat it will 
comply with the request. It seems to be quite 
certain that the only remedy is in reducing the 
passenger rates from Kansas City to Chicago 
to the same figures as the scalpers are now 
selling the Ba:timore & Ohio coupons. 

The indiscriminate sale of Grand Army of 
the Republic tickets to San Francisco by the 
Eastern ines also threatens to bring on another 
war on California passenger rates. The scalp- 
ers in San Francisco, it is claimed, have enough 
of the return coupons to enabie them to con- 
trol the traffic for some time. The majority of 
those tickets read over the Central Pacific, 
Union Pacific, Rock Island, Lake Shore, and 
New York Central. It in reported that one 
scaiper in San Francisco was offered a block of 
100 Grand Army of the Republic tickets, from 
San Francisco to New York, unsigned and un- 
Hmited, for $4,500. This would make a cut of 
about $30 on each ticket.

The Union Pacific Has Not Secured Control 
ef the Oregon Navigation Company's 
Line. 

New Yor«, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—Considera- 
ble flourish of trumpets is being made by bulls 
on Union Pacific on the report from Philadel- 
phia that tus Union Pacific people have secured 
control of the Oregon Navigation Company's 
lines and will, therefore, make “a new trans- 
continental line.“ The talk about a new 
transcontinental line” by this route apparent- 
ly ignores the fact that the line has existed ever 
since the completion of the Oregon Short Line 
of the Union Pacifictwo years ago to a con- 
nection with the Oregon Navigation Line 
at Huntington, in Oregon. It is claimed 
thas Mr. Adams and other frieads of 
the Union Pacific have bought the control of 
the Oregon Transcontinental stock, which 
company, it is well known, bas always held the 
controlling interest in the Oregon Navigation 
Company. This is now authortatively denied. 
But even presuming they have done so, it is 
dificult to see bow that alters the situation 
very much. The Oregon Navigation Line and 
the Oregon Short Liue are necessary to each 
other and have been since their connec 
tion, and both sides were glad co 
make an equitable traffic arrangement, 
which has been long in existence with 
no prospect of being broken up. The Oregon 
Navigation has nearly 200 miles of line which 
was built to connect it with the Oregon Short 
Line, and the only danger was that some time 
the control of the Oregon Transcontinental 
might pass into nands inimical to the interests 
of the Union Pacific, in which event the Ore- 
gon Short Line would be at a great disadvan- 
tage. This, however, seems to have been a re- 
mote danger. 

This control might render the Union Pacific 
a little more independent of the Ventral Pacific 
for other business than that to California. 
Naturally the building of the Cascade branch 
of the Northera Pacific makes the Oregon Nav- 
igation Company bug up a little closer to 
the Union Pacific than before. Probably this 
is the only foundation to the story telegraphed 
from St. Paul. 


The New Move of the Illinois Central. 

Mapison, Wis., Aug. 3.— Special. I— The 
Chicago, Madison & Northern Railroad Compa- 
ny filed articles of incorporation this morning 
with the Secretary of State. The name is the 
one given to the extension of the Lilinois Cen- 
tral into this State. The new line will extend 
from the Township of C arno in Green County 
northeasterly to Madison, a distance of forty- 
five miles. At the State line it will join with a

The Women of Switzerland. 

Henry Watterson in Courier-Journal: The 
Stranger in Switzerland will be struca at once 
by the beauty of the country and the ugifness 
of the women. Here nature seems to have 
spent herself upon inanimate objects and to 
have bad no material left for humanity, which 
she composed out of the débris left over after 
she had constructed the mise en scene. A 
pretty face, native and to the manner born, is 
rarely, if ever, seen upon the streets of Berne. 

The women appear to do all the work. It is 
not unusual to see a giri and a dog hitched to 
a cart and trotting alone together like a pair 
of ponies. The men, great strapping fel- 
ows, idle aod lazy, loaf about 
the brasseries. Their wives, dauguters, 
and sisters tili the fields and supply 
the markets. The dog, the goat, and the cow 
perform the offices commonly performed in 


‘other lands by the borse, the ux, and the mule. 


The bear is a sacred animal. So is ‘the lion. 
The donkey does fancy duty at the summer- 
resorts. But there is nothmg to which the 
Swiss woman may not turn her band, from 
milking a goat to sawing a cord of wood and 
drawing a load of hay. Sne is put to work in 
her childhood, aad before she reaches ber ma- 
turity she looks like a grandmother, wrinkied 
and weather-beaten, bept and careworn. The 
circumstance, which appears at every turning 
and is written upon each countenance, leaves 
a painful impression and discredits the nation- 
al character. A people so independent and so 
brave, so unaffected and so frugal as the Swiss 
are admitted to be, ought to be gentier. 


Girls Kept in a Cage. 
Washington Star: United States Consul 
Griffin of Sydney has made some exhaustive 
Studies of the inhabitants of New Britain, an 
isiand in the South Pacific Ocean, and gives the 
State Department the benefit of his researches. 
Among other things be says that the inhabit- 
ants have the custom of confining their girls 
in cages until they are old enough to marry.

CORA PEARL’S CORRESPONDENCE. 


Some Curious Kevelations Obtained from 
Her Letters. 

London Truth: We are in the habit of using 
thé word princely asa synonym for magnif- 
cent. Inashorttime I believe we shall say 
on this subject, “Autrefois stalt ainsi; mais 
nous avons changé tout cela.”

A LAWYER IN DIFFICULTY 


A PROMINENT BOSTON LEGAL LIGHT 
ACCUSED OF CROOKEDNESS. 


His Name Is J. A. L. Whittier and He Is 
Charged with Having Misappropriated 
Property That May Aggregate Over 
$100,000 from an Elderly Lady, a Fam- 
ily Connection, While Acting as Her Fi- 
nancial Agent. 

Bosvon, Mass., Aug. 2.—|Special.]—J. A. L. 

Wohittior, a member pf the Boston bar, is 

chargud with the embezzlement of a fortune 

from an elderly lady whose agent he was. He 

Was arrested in this city yesterday. The ac- 

cused man is a somewhat prominent lawyer, 

having an office at No. 1331 Devonshire 
street. Until recentiy he has been a mem- 
ber of the firm of Whittier, Ewing & Co., 
woolen manufacturers, which he atterded 
to in addition to his, law practice. Mr, 

Whittier, several years ago, married an es- 

timable lady, a grandniece of Miss Harriet C. 

Reed, an elderly lady of considerable fortune. 

Mies Reed, some years ago, became 

the residuary legatee of an aunt, and 

thus became the possessor of a. com- 
fortable fortune, estimated at from $200,000 to 
$250,000, including real estate and stocks. 

Mies Whittier, the grandniece of Miss Reed, 

was a favorit relative, and partly on this ac- 

count and partly, doubtiess, on account of bis 
own gentlemanly quulities, Mr. Whittier was 
made the confidential agent of Miss Reed in 
the management of the property into the pos- 
session of which she had now come. Such was 
the confidence reposed by Miss Reed in ber 
agent that the severance of the bond of rela- 
wonsbip by the death of Mrs. Whittier, which 
occurred some years ago, produced no dis- 
turbance of these fiduciary: reladops. Mr. 
Whittier continued to act as her agent, and, 


indeed, his controi of her property from the 
beginning was practically absolute. A thor- 
ough comparison of the schedule of stocks ana 
other securities furnished by Mr. Whittier as 
representing Miss Reed's personal estate with 

of the various corporations there desig- 


‘pated revealed the fact that none of these se- 


curities remain in her possession. Ali have 
disappeared. Some of the real estate was sold 


with ber consent and apvroval for the sum of 


$27,000, with the understanding that the pro- 
ceeds be invested in the Boston & Providence 
Railroad and in Calumet & Hecla stock. It is 
ascertained that these stocks were never pur 
chased, although appearing on the schedule, 


supposed that dividends upon these stocks 
composed a poruon of ber income. Indeed. 
so far as has been ascertained, the entire per- 
sonal ate of Miss Reed, to the amount of 
from $100,000 to $125,000, has disappeared. It 
is so learned that the taxes upon her real 
estate, which Miss Reed supposed had been 
paid long ago, still remain unpaid. 

The charge uvon which Whittier was arrested 
was embezziement of $27,000. It was known 
that Mr. Whittier was accustomed to take his 
meals at W. D. Parks’, on Montgomery place. 
He was seen there Friday of last week, and 
yesterday as he was about to sit down to lunch- 
eon he was met by the inspectors and the war- 
rant served. Mr. Whittier exhibited little sur- 
prise, and as he had been so cautious in bis 
movements for the last week it is thought pos- 
sible that de might have believed that some 
suspicion had attached to him. At all events 
be took his arrest coolly. He was at once 
taken to police headquarters and subsequently 
removed to the Tombs. He was er- 
tremely reticent, denying himself tomearly all 
comers. It is said, however, on most excellent 
authority, that since bis arrest Mr. Whittier 
bas made an admission which may be fairly 
construed as a practical confession of the 
truth of the charges made against bim. 

Mr. Whittier is a member of a highly-re- 
spectabile family, and is between 40 and 45 
years of age. He is of light complexion and 
smooth face, wearing only a slight mustache. 
His first wife, the grananicce of Miss Reed, 
was a highly-estimable lady, who at her death, 
which occurred several years ago, was deeply 
mourned bya large circie of friends.

Lace- 
making is taught bere, and I was shown: the 
bedspread ordered by Queen Victoria, which 
was being skilifully wrought by the nimbie 
fingers of the misses in these schools. Said 
the gracious sister: Maybe you can men- 
tion dur laces to the Americans, that they 
can order of us, for we support our- 
selves entirely through the generosity 
of taose who love and see the necessity of our 
work, for our people are very poor.“ In the 
Gvercrowded work-houses I saw these geutle- 
mannered, sweet-faced sisters ministermg in 
sickness and in death. In this district I find 
the percentage of crime very low; theft is 
almost unknown, notwithstanding their pov- 
erty; women are virtuous to an eminent de- 
gree. I believe this to be owing to tune strict 
surveillance of the Roman Catholic religion 
upon the conscience of these people. Tney 
live more for the rewards of eternity than 
they do for the pleasure of the present. 80

GRAIN SHORTAGES. 


Losses Sustained by Dealers Without Legal 
ed Trade Demands Ad- 


Remedying the Difficulty. 

Boston Heraid: The rights and wrongs of 
the shortage question should be elucidated,” 
said a member of the firm of Cressey & Noyes, 
State street. This is a crying evil. The re- 
tail dealers have taken the matter up and 1 
am with them. They, however, make a mis- 
take in proscribing the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce, for every reputabie receiver 
is interested in baving his customer 
get what he buys. There are abuses at 
both ends of the line, too much carelesness in 
loading and weighing, and too little system in 
unloading. I think when grain is loaded at 
an elevator in the West a railroad company as 
a common ‘carrier should receipt for what is 
londed and deliver it. In shipping by water 
across the lakes the agent of the steamer or 
vessel receipts for the amount loaded. If 
they fail to deliver every bushel the sbortage 
is deducted from the freight. If taken by 
canal to Schenectady or New York, the same 
rule applies. The railroad company takes 
it at Buffalo or Ogdensburg and may filter 
it all along the line, and you must re 


ceive what is left, pay freigut on the whole, | 


and get tired waiting for your claim. 
I believe that, in common sense and 
justice, the railroad company is just as liable 
as the Vessel, and the courts have so decided. 
Now, in view of the great shortages about 


Which all dealers are compiaining, it is business 


for the freight lines to see that they get what 
they receipt for. If an elevator gives a certifi- 
cate as having loaded 32,000 pounds (1,000 
bushels) of oats, the line should see that no 
fraud is perpetrated, fora bill of lading for 
that amount being issued, even though it af- 
fixes the more or less clause. it should be liabie 
for the shortage. If it receipts for 125 barreis 
of nour (a car-ioad), and one barrel is short. it 
pays for it as a matter of course. Why not ap- 
ply the same ru to grain? If the grain is 
liable to waste, make a rate to cover that lia- 
bility, so that we can reckon on somethimge; 
but, instead of this business way, we get 
what the railroad company * pleases to deliver 
after running the gantiet of transfer stauons 
and the elevators.” Another prominent dealer 
said: Out ot every 100 carloads of oats or 
cora 1 per cent on one car is lost in trans:t on 
account of shortage-—actually a shrinkage of 
$400 or more. While it may be overstating the 
case to say that the average shortage is fully 1 
per centum, yet over the majority of railroads 
transporting this commodity the shortage will 
equal and, in many instances, overrun that 
estimate. The fault lies in the fact that the 
railroads take the grain at local points, way- 
stations, where the elevators are owned by in- 
dividuals, ahd, although they are ready to 
make through freight rates, they will not make 
ita part ot their agents’ duty to certify to the 
weight they bill and receipt for. The car 
to receive the grain is backed up to the 
grain chute to stand on the track scales. 
When the car is full, or when the capacity of 
the car has received its bulk, the grain is shut 
off, the beam of the sale indicating the 
weight. Upon this basis they make their re- 
ceipts, but he writes on the same so many 
pounds, more or less. 
railroad of responsibility for losses which are 
sure to occur. Hopper ecaies are often used 
in the way elevators; the grain is run into the 
bopper of known capacity, and when full is 
run into the car. This weight the railroad 
bills by, but willaot guarantee. Dealers have 
to pay freight on grain which they do not re- 
ceive. The remedy is in the hands of the for- 
warding company, by simply having the re- 
ceiving agent verify the weight, and then 
receipt for the aurdant they carry 
and assume responsibility, as in the case where 
other goods are involved. Grain shipped from 
Chicago rarely shows shortage, and the elevator 
receipts are goneraliy honored to the full 
amount called for. Gruin from the West by 
water to Buffalo or other lake ports is delivered 
with accuracy, but if shortage is shown the 
vessel instantly makes good the deficit. When 
tne raiirvaa takes the grain to forward East 
then the trouble begins, and unless they honor 
our claim, most persistently pusbed, we must 
swallow the loss. Dealers rarely put in claims 
for shortages which do not exceed ten bushels 
to the car-ioad. The shrinkage of from ten to 
twenty bushels of grain bought and sold on 
close margin oftentimes turns a transaction 
which might become of prospective profit into 
certain loss to the broker or dealer. This is a 


“hardship which should be remedied. 


“A case of boots or shoes or a barrel of flour 
short is instantly paid for by the road trans- 
porting the same, if the countas per bill of 
lading does not hoid good. Why should not 
grain transactions be equally protected? The 
bill of lading reads that freight must be paid 
for according to the indicated weight given by 
the railroad company’s scales, and yet they 
will not insure the delivery of the exact weight 
called for. Biue Line receipts have printed in 
bold type on the margin, *Track-scale weicht 
given for bulk grain not guaranteed to ship- 
pers or consignees.” How manifestiy unfair 
this is.” 

Another dealer said: ** The shortage of 1 per 
cent on corn is nearly equal to one-half cent 
per busbel, and many shippers suffer from the 
shortages the grain ia sure to sustain when 
transported over lines where shortages reg- 
warly occur. Buyers will often purchase 
from men who ship over lines where shortages 
do not as strongiy prevail and pay one-haif 
cent more per bushel, for they feel sure of 
getting full weight. The Erie Road is said to 
handle grain very loosely; the boards in use to 
face up the car doorways are of very irregular 
stock in thickness and width, leaving 
great cracks through which the grain may 
filter when in transit; the car floor 
may be punctured and loss sustained thereby. 
The 1 per cent shortage seems to be so gen- 
erally assured that dishonest persons will 
shrink full-weight car-loads just that amount. 
as a perguisit, knowing that the dealers ex- 
pect a loss. Dealers meet with great difficulty 
in enforemg their claims for shortages, and 
trust to luck to get the rebate asked for.“ 

Railroad officiuis claim that the burden rests 
with the shippers; that they invariably state 
overweights and expect the railroads to make 
good the losses; that it is impossible to im- 
prove on the present roethods of handling 
grain. 

A well-known shippers’ agent said he handled 
over 5,000 car-loads of grain last year, aver- 
aging 8,000 bushels tothe car. Shortages have 
decrensed in the last four years, owing to bis 
careful inspection of the cars and instantly 
notifying the railroad authorities to that effect. 
Out of twenty shipments of 16,000 - bush- 
els each, an aggregate of 820,000 bushels of 
corn and wheat, the actual loss by shortage 
was % of 1 per cent, amounting to $1,072. He 
had put in his claims, and had realized on 
about one-half of it. Shortages should not 
occur, and dealers should not be subjected to 
an annual loss of thousands of dollars when it 
lies in the hands and power of the railroads to 
prevent it, if they had the disposition to do 80. 
Concerted action on the part of those interest- 
ed should bring about a salutory change.

HEIDELBERG@’S JUBILEE. 


GRAND CELEBRATION IN THE OLD 
UNIVERSITY'S HONOR. 


The Little Burg Ablaze with Bunting and 
Resounding with the Gayety of Thou- 
sands of Visitors from Many Lands—The 
Week’s Festivities Opened Last Night in 
the Presence of 5,000 People—A Speech 
by the Crown Prince—America Well 
Represented. | 

Hetpetsera, Aug. 3.— [New York Herald's 

Special Cabie.|—Every house in every street 

and alley in Heidelberg is ablaze with bunt- 

ing, baiconies and windows framed in ever- 
greens and covered with shields bearing the 
arms of Baden, the Palatinate, and Germany. 

The countiess flags are, with few exceptions, 

ot those countries. It is curious that no for- 

eign flags can be seen but the English and 

American, which make a goodly showing. 

Yesterday. the streets of this little town were 

as crowded as those of London, New York, or 

Paris. The stations were so jammed: that 

trains had to bide their time outside. 

An army of Oberkellner, Kellner, 

Kammerjungfern were posted for temporary 

duty in the restaurants and botels from the 

remotest parts of Germany, and even Austria 
and Switzerland. Quantities of droskies from 
other towns in the neighborbood supplemented 
the Heidelberg ones. Each imported coachee 
nad a small boy to show bim the road. All the 
old students of the five corps of Saxe Borns- 
sen, Westphalia, the Rhein province, Suevia, 
and Vandalia wore the corps colors, drank long 
draughts of beer, and swaggered about, throw- 
gout and rheumatism to the winds, to tollow 
the memories of thirty years ago. One merry 

Bursch conspicuous in sporting his colors is 75 

and read Latin and crossed schlagers bere in 

1881. The corps made a great to do over these old 

men and treated them with the greatest con- 

sideration, for the rival corps seemed to have 
sunk hostilities in honor of the jubilee, and 
mixed freely together, which has not been the 


case at otber times. 
The arrangements of the committees leave 
much to be desired. There is a good deal of 


confusion and some of the gentiemen in 


charge seem to have lost their heads. The 
chapter of accidents so far covers two lives. A 
man putting up decorations on the university 
building fell from a scaffolding and was killed 
and a man crowded on to the track at the 
crowded station lost botn his legs, the injury 
being fatal. Among the curiousily-decorated 
bulldmgs is a gate with two towers on the oid 
bridge spanning the Neckar, which was suc- 
cessfully defended by 300 Austrians againsc u 
large French force in Napoleon’s time. There 
are two immense shields with the red and yel- 


low Baden colors and two rather hungry-look- 


ing lions in the centre. 

The jubil@um really began last night at 8 
o'clock with a formal reception of dis- 
tinguished guests in the Festhalle. Nothing 
resetmnbies this building so much as the Expo- 
sition Buildmg in Ohicago, where Cleveland 
Blaine and Garfieid were nominated, though 
the Festhalle is much smaller, bemg only about 
600 feet long by 150 wide. It stands in an open 
molosure on the banks of the Neckar. The 
entrance is through wickets, the old students 
and distinguished guests in passing in showing 
special cards issued by the reception 
committee, while the general public 
pays fifty pfennigs. The exterior fa- 
cade rather bandsome, two towers 
with medallion portraits of Charles Rupert, 
Count Palatine, the founder, and the present 
Grand Duke Friedrich and his wife Louise, 
daughter of the Kaiser, with the motto. 
„Fröhlich, Pfalz, Gott erhalts. Inside on the 
bare ground is an interminable succession of 
pine tables, on which an army of waiters serve 
moderately good beer and excelient viands and 
wine. The interior ornamentation is faulty. 
The roof is covered with dlue baize, studded 
with stars, with German and Baden flags down 
the galleries on either side, while twenty elec- 
trio lamps supply the light. 

The pro-rector of the university gave a 
private reception from 8 till 10 o'clock last 
evening to the delegates from the German and 
other universities. Johns Hopkins, Tale. and 
Harvard have sent delegates. In the list of 
honored guests, about in number, I find 
Noah Porter and Profs. ymour and Brush 
of Yale, Blasema of Rome, Braun of Munich, 
Bryce and Holland of Oxford, Du Camp of the 
French Acedemy, Gormarakis of Athens, ana 
Grottet of,. Cambridge, besides ‘many wWell- 
known names in German, French, Swiss, 
Italian, and Belgian seats of learning. There 
are no Russian or Spanish names. 

At the celebration last night there were 
5,000 persons present. Vigorous cheers were 
given tor Emperor William and the Grand 
Duke of Baden. The Choral Union sang the 
Jubitee Swan song, the words of which were 
written by Sceffei and the music by Achmer, 
who directed the singing. A hymn by the poet 
Wolff was also rendered. The deputies repre- 
senting foreign universities heid a meeting and 
elected M. Zelier, President of the French In- 
stitute, to act as general spokesman for the 
deputations during the festivities. 

The Crown Prince Frederick William opened 
the celebration last night. In his address to 
the assemblage of present and former mem- 
bers of the great institution the Prince con- 
gratulated them upon their possession of a 
share in the glorious record of Heidelberg. 
The university had, he said, maintained, 
through many vicissitudes, the foremost po- 
sition in securing religious liberty and the 
right of scientific inquiry which Heidelberg 
possessed tonight, together with every quarter 
of the world. The university bad also led in 
the work of fostering faith in the principie of 
national unity which was at present Ger- 
many’s safeguard and strength. Nov that 
this unity bas been regamed, continued the 


Prince, the maintenance of the ancient virt- 


ues of our race call for the exercise of greater 
prudence, self-denial, and spiritual discipline, 
in order to promote the happy development of 
the liberal spirit of the national lif 
German people.“
